SCHOOL REPORT. 


School, No. 1 was taught by Mrs. Martha Roberts. There 
are but two (2) scholars in this vicinity, the school house is 
utterly unfit for use, and as you value the prudent expenditure 
of your school money, the children should be carried to school 
No. 2—the result will be a much better advantage to the 
pupils of both schools, without extra expense. The pastterm 
may be considered profitable but the change suggested, must 
be admitted as a proper one to make immediately. 

School No. 2. Spring term, by Miss Lizzie Shirley, who in 
the discharge of her duties maintained good order with fair 
progress. ‘The winter term taught by Ernest S. Hatch was 
visited twice by your committee, and as this was Mr. Havch’s 
first term of teaching his success was very good. I report 
good order and attention of pupils with advancement. 

School No. 38. Spring term taught by Miss Lizzie Chaplain, 
a fair school, fully up to the average of Spring terms. ‘The 
winter term was taught by Albert Bb. Spencer, the school was 
visited two or more times by the committee who is cognizant 
of its being a profitable term; fine order. 


School No. 4. The spring term was presided over by Miss 
Myra Bennett whose past record, as a successful teacher, as- 
sures a useful and profitable school, the term was satisfactory 
in every respect. [The winter term was taught by Geo. B. 
Chandler. I cannot say too much in praise of this most suc- 
cessful and useful cf all terms of school within your commit- 
tee’s knowledge, and had the town paid double the salary in- 
vested in this term I should say the money was well and 
profitably expended. The very best order, the deepest inter- 
est, of both pupils and teacher, the greatest progress, charac- 
terized the term. 

School No. 5, taught by Miss Mary Marston. The school 
was a profitable one as might be expected. Miss Marston 
evidently enjoys the confidence and respect of her scholars, 
and merits the appellation, a successful instructor. 


School No. 7, Green Hill. There was but one term in this 
vicinity, under the management of Miss Lilla Flint; good 
order and a disposition of teacher and pupils tomake the term 
a successful one, in which efforts, success attended them, 
However, this school is very small, there being but 7 scholars, 
and could this school be united with the Conway school in 
Same vicinity the many advantages must be apparent to every 
one. ‘This may be done by keeping the school in Chatham 
house one term and in Conway house another, or by {moving 
the house of either district to fairly dividethe distance. I ain 
imformed Conway would consent to a union of schools as sug- 
gested, and it is hoped our town may consider this matter at 
the ensusing School meeting. By the union of both schools 
there would be about 15 scholars. 

School No. 8. This school is Known as the Andrew’s 
school. ‘There are 3 scholars in this district who have every 
advantage of good schooling at school No. 5, and avail them- 
selves of this advantage by attending school No. 5, and defer 
commeucement of their own school, until the close of School 
No. 4, thereby preventing a report of their school as provided 
by law, making a bad break in the system of report. There is 
no house in this district and as there is no visible need of one, 
as the scholars may, and do, attend in School No. 5, School 
No. 8, as well as school No. 1 before alluded to, should be 
abolished, as being unnecessary. If this be done, longer and 
better schools must be the result. Anyone and everyone 
must admit that schools of but two or three scholars are not 
likely to be profitable, and as no one will be injured by the 
change suggested, it should be made. 


In reviewing the school year just closed your School Board 
congratulates the town in that it did not suffer the dire disad- 
vantages that were ever and anon to come to pass by the en- 
actment of the town system. But, upon the other hand, each 
district, as in years gone by, decided for themselves, ‘,when 
their school should begin, by whom taught, &c., without any 
shocking perogatives being indulged in by your School Board, 
nor are you likely to suffer in this direction. A new house 
has been built at Chatham Centre, and taking into considera- 
tion the meager amount appropriated for its construction, the 
house in a good one, and fully suited to the demands at issue. 
Notwithstanding the disaffection of some of our citizens, whose 
dissatisfaction is evidently growing less, a good felling seems 
to prevail everywhere, and upon entering our next school 


year there does not seem to be anything to disturb our tran- 
quilitv. Let us therefore hope and endeavor, to make the 
next year the most useful of any within the history of our 
pleasant town, ‘To do this your school officers desire the kind 
assistance of every parent. All past animosity should cease. 
Your Schvol Board have no interests other than those that 
will be of the greatest good of our schools. We ask your 
sympathy an: co-operation iu every sense calculated to bene- 
fit aud improve our schools. We desire that your scholars at- 
tend more regularly, and that they attend the first, as well as 
the last week of each term. In the year just closed, at least, 
40 per cent. of enrolled pupils absented themselves from 
school the last two or three weeks of the term. This is wrong, 
us the next term is certain to find those whoattended the term 
to its close, 1u advance, though to accommodate the absentees, 
must review. Let us therefore have a good and regular at- 
tendance and our schools will profit therein. 
Herewith I append statistical report.
